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Finessé Or Sqiteéze? 


The vaunted squeeze. play is not. 
nearly as difficult to execute as it is 
to recognise. ‘That is to say, once 
a player knows that a squeeze is 
his only salvation, it is a compara- 
tively simple matter to start the 
wheels turning. The true difficulty, 
where experts are concerned, is that 
in most cases they must guess whe- 
ther. to play for a squeeze or for 
some much simpler manoeuvre: such 
asa finesse. It is a soul satisfying 
thrill-to pass up an even. money 
finesse and successfully negotiate 
a complicated squeeze, but unhap- 
-pily this is not always the outcome.

LONG-ABSENT 
COMET . 
TO RETURN 


First In 300,000 Years 


A. comet, now near the tail of the 
Great Bear, is paying its first visit 
“to the neighbourhood ‘of the earth 
since the earliest days of prehis- 
toric man, according to Dr. Martin 
Davidson, president of the British 
Astronomical Association. 
Dr. Davidson demonstrated a mo- 
del of the comet at a meeting of 
‘the Association in London, showing 
’ its course in relation to earth and 
sun. His calculations | indicate 
that it returns about every 300,000 
years. This is roughly the same 
age as anthropologists assign to 
the Pekin man, the earliest,of the 
‘known races of mankind: 
The comet will not return again 
for a like period. By that time — 
‘according to Professor Charles B. 
Davenport, of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion — the human race may ‘be ex- 
tinct, the victim of excessive con- 
centration on brain development. 
The 300,000-year comet is known 
as Whipple’s comet, after the’ 
American astronomer who discov-. 
ered it. The majority of the obser- 
vations which Dr. Davidson used 
for his calculations, however, have' 
been made by two English astrono- 
mers, Dr. W. H. Steavenson and 
’ Mr. Mr. Will Hay, who is better 
known as a comedian. :

The increasing demand for .credit, 


-y 


‘stimulated by the rapid development of 


boom, forced. clearing 
bank advances to a new high level since 
May. of 1931, last month. .. Average 
weekly clearings for the eleven insti- 
tutions reveal an expansion of no less 
than £12,600,000 upon. the previous 
month ‘ 

Over ‘the. first four months of the 
year, the clearing banks have granted 
extra finance to the amount of £62,- 
400,000. Of this, rather less than £20,- 
000,000 went to the French railways, 
but the balance was largely directed 
into industrial channels. A rise in 
bank advances is usual in the spring 
months of the year, but the expansion 
indieated by ‘these figures is far be- 
yond seasonal levels, providing rather 
a full reflection of the nation-wide 
return to prosperity. . = 

“The problem of finding, adequate 
cash to finance the constant eall for 
industrial credit. was rather less acute 
last month. Following the steps taken 
by the authorities to maintain an ade- 
quate credit base, cash balances , were 
maintained at, higher levels, and the 
ratio to liabilities, which had fallen to 
almost ten per cent. in the previous 
month, improved accordingly. The 
banks further eased the. position 
through reductions in other earning 
assets, principally in discounts and in- 
vestments. Thus, total deposit rose by 
only £7,900,000 over the month, the 
new level being £2,252,100,000. 

An interesting feature of the returns. 
is the increase of £6,800,000 in money 
‘at call. The volume of Treasury bills: 
available during the period actually 
showed a moderate expansion. 

The, market’s problem of maintain- 
ing adequate bill ‘portfolios finds a 
direct reflection in the fall of £6,300,- 
000 in the clearing banks’ bill holdings 
in April. since discount _houses were 
forced to restrict sales to the. clearing 
institutions to the barest minimum. 
In view. of the constant rise in ad- 
vances, however, a reduction’ in other 
assets was probably considered desir- 
able, and in point of fact, the banks’ 
actually cut their investments by £5,- 
900,000 over the month. This is the 
second successive reduction in invest- 
after a rise extending from 
July lass. - les . 

The contraction in these earning as- 
sets, coupled ‘with an advance of £3,- 
800,000 in cash balances at £229,600,- 
000, has helped to solve the problem — 
of maintaining the desirable degree of 
liquidity. The cash to liabilities ad- 
vanced from 10.06 to 10.19 per cent. 
over the month, the highest since Jan- 
uary, and is thus well beyond the tra- 
ditional danger “low’’ of 10 per cent- 
approached in the previous month.

AUSTRALIA TURNS. 
OIL PRODUCER : 


£660,000 Scheme As 

Defence Contribution 

A £660, 000 scheme for the  pro- 
duction of oil from the Newnes shale 


oil field has been adopted by the Aus- 
tralian Federal Government. 


Preliminary work. will begin short- 


ly, and production will start in- about! 


18 months or two years. Over 10,- 
000,000 gallons of oil will, it is ex- 
pected, be produced when the scheme 
is in full operation. 


The Federal Government has decid- 
ed to provide £334,000 of the neces- 
sary capital, and the New South Wales 
Government will invest £166,000. 


The company will receive protec- 
over imported 
petrol and other concession in respect 
of plant, involving a loss of revenue 
of £240, 000. a year. . 


‘The Commonwealth Government is 
prepared to make these concessions as 
a contribution towards security,” said 
the acting. Premier, Dr. Page. “It is

Eve was their nomination for the 
Derby. However, there is no doubt 
that Happy Eve is the best among this 
year’s griffins, and its further appear- 
ances at Extra Meetings will be looked 
forward to with interest. 

Much. was expected from Expansion 
Time after its win in the Maiden 
Stakes and its second place in the 
Derby, but since then it has failed to 
win another race. It was strongly sup- 
ported .in the St. George’s Plate, but 
could do no better. than run second to 
Havoe Eve, which it beat in the Derby. 
I reckon that this pony is about the 
next best, and am fully confident that 
it. will win before long. 

. Havoc Eve was the pony the racing 
public was asked to believe was going 
to be the Eve stable’s candidate for the 
Derby, and its ability to carry off this 
major honour was enhanced when it - 
won. the Trial Plate.
